TREATY UNLOCKS 
SING SING DOORS 


Alleged Defrauder Granted Writ 
of Habeas Corpus. 


Charles C. Browne, Extradited From 
Oanada on One Charge and Im- 
prisoned on Another, Involves 
Violations of Treaty With 
Great Britain. 


New ‘York, July 30.—Judge ‘Hough, in 
the United States circuit court, today, 
granted a writ of habeas corpus, direct- 
ing Warden Johnson, of Sing Sing pris- 
on, to bring into court, on August 7 next, 
Charles C. Browne, the former employee 
in the customs service in this city who 
was extradited in Montreal and taken by 
United States Marshal Henkle to Sing 
Sing “last. week. Browne was convicted 
In March, 1904, and sentenced to serve 
two years in prison for alleged conspira- 
cy. to defraud the government. He 
jumped his bal] bond and fled to Canada. 
The Canadian government refused ex- 
tradition on the couspiracy charge but 
extradited Browne on an amended chatg 
of being a fugitive from justice. Browne 
was taken from Montreal direct to Sing 
Sing to begin his term. His. counsel in 
making application for the writ of ha- 
beas corpus, 
treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain, which read: 

“No person surrendered by either of the 
high contracting parties shall be triable 
or tried for any crime or offense com- 
mitted previous to his extradition other 
than the offense for which he surren- 
dered, until. he shall have had an op- 
portunity to return to the country from 
which he was surrendered.”’

Only 178 Negroes in the 
County Are Entitled to 
Vote, 


Macon, Ga., July 30.—(Spectal.)—Bibb 
county now presents one of the most 
striking examples of the removal of the 
negro from. politics in a _ registration 
which consists exclusively of praperty 
holders amomg the colored race. There 
are but 178 negroes upon the registra- 
tion books of the county and these have 
been forced to register because of the 
fact that they are required to pay prop- 
erty taxes @na consequently cannot es- 
cape the poi; tax. There are more thar 
20,000 negroes in Bibb county and out 
o fthis numoer, if all the poll taxes of 
the past had been paid, there would have 
been something like three or four thous- 
and negroes capable of voting, or regis- 
tering. It is estimated that it would 
take not less than $50,000 to $75,000 to 
register all the deliquents for 4 single 
election in this county and the negro 
realizes that this is beyond ques-

New York Federation Will Nominate 
Union Member. 

New York, July 30.—The Central Fed- 
erated Union, after a debate lasting 
throughout the afternoon and evening 
yesterday, decided to g9 into politics, in 
accordance with the recommendation of 
the affiliated unions made by President 
Gompers, of the American Federation of 
Labor. The platform submitted by the 
executive committee, which has been 
under debate for two Sundays, was 
adopted in its entirety over the violent 
protests of the soOcijalists, who made a 
fight to force the central federated union 
into committing Itself to the socialist 
party. 

The executive committee will. het ween 
next Sunday, consider the 
question of adopting additions or modifi- 
cations submitted by Mr. Gompers in 
reference to the labor and anti-injunc- 
tion planas of the platform. 

Men will be nominated for office who 
have trade union cards, and who can be 
indorsed, if expedient, by both the dem- 
ocratic and republican parties. 

The platform contains the eight-hour 
plank, and the other trade union features. 
It provides that neither the candidates 
of the democratic nor republican 
clubs will be indorsed. Trade union 
clubs will be formed in every assembly 


district, and the nominati
